SCHOOL LUNCH 
PRICES TO GO UP 
1 TO 3 CTS, MONDAY 


Prices of lunches in public 
schools in the city will be in- 
creased Monday to offset higher 
operating and maintenance ex- 
penses, principals and pupils 
were notified yesterday by Super- 
intendent of Instruction Philip J. 
Hickey.. In elementary schools 
complete lunches will be increased 
from 17 to 20 cents, and in high 
schools lunch cheeks, each good 
for one serving of food, will be 
incredsed from 6 to 7 cents. 

Supply Commissioner A. K. 
Nushan said the lunch rooms have 
recorded a loss of $30,000 since 
July 1. Since they are required 
to operate on a self-sustaining 
basis, he said, there was no choice 
but to increase prices. The new 
price schedules, he said, should 
balance higher costs without re- 
sulting in a profit for the lunch 
rooms. 

The announcement of the high- 
er prices was made just before 
schools were closed for the week- 
end in order to prevent a run 
on lunch checks at 6 cents each, 
Nushan said. The increases in 
both categories are about 17 per 
cent.

Foreign Observers, However, 
Regard Molotov’s Remark 
as Bid for Co-operation.

MOSCOW, Nov. 8 (UP)—The 
average Russian who heard For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov's 
speech Thursday firmly believed 
today that his country has the 
atomic bomb and was elated about 
it. 

Molotov said the secret of the 
bomb “has long ceased. to exist.” 
Since the Russian reads in his 
newspapers that the aims of the 
Soviet Union are entirely peace- 
ful and that the aggressiveness of 
the “imperialists” was based on 
sole possession of the atomic 
bomb, the next step in his rea- 
soning is that this will be a great 
force for peace, 

Three representative Russians 
put it like this: An elevator opera- 
tor disabled in the war—‘“That’s 
the best thing I could hear, That 
will make the warmongers think 
twice.” 

A cigarette stand girl—“ There 
won't be any war now. Now 
everybody can be afraid of the 
bomb.” A school teacher—“Now 
we have it too. America may 

think again about atomic control 
and disarmament.” 

“Home foreign obse 
preted Molotov’s statemen 
rank-and-file of Russians aid, but 
the majority believed he only re- 
‘tated a scientific fact—that the 
principle of the bomb was not 
secret.

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For the Lack of Scrap Iron 

The No. 1 bottleneck holding back production 
for domestic and foreign needs is, surprisingly, 
the humble commodity of scrap iron. In gen- 
eral the bottleneck is steel, but steel production 
is slackening for lack of scrap iron. 

Business Week says, “Inability of the steel 
industry to operate at its full capacity of 91,- 
241,000 net tons a year is chiefly attributed to 
shortages of scrap.” Time said last week, the 
shortage of scrap was so acute that a drop in 
steel production seemed inevitable.” 

The price of scrap metal has gone to $43 a 
ton, but the steel industry still has only half a 
normal inventory of scrap. A nation that is 
making old automobiles, old freight cars, old 
gadgets do until new ones are manufactured is 
not turning up its usual quota of iron. 

The Marshall plan nations asked for 1,500,000 
tons.of American scrap metal. But they already 


have been told they won't get that much, be- 


cause we don’t have enough for our own pur- 
poses. Our own plants will need 17,500,000 tons 
in the next six months. 

Where. can it be gotten? The most likely 
new source is the battlefields of Europe. Busi- 
ness Week estimates the amount of recoverable 
scrap on European battlefields and highways 
at from 5,000,000 to 12,000,000 tons. Nobody 


knows how many more millions of tons there 
are in the twisted wreckage of the factories, 


railroad yards of such cities as Essen, Dussel- 
dorf, Bremen, Wurzburg and Stuttgart. 

The greatest difficulty is the lack of railroad 
ears and locomotives to haul it to ports and the 
lack of port facilities to handle it. Yet these 
things can be remedied with little difficulty 
compared to the value of the scrap iron in keep- 
ing American production going at full steam. 

_ Let’s get that scrap iron from the battlefields 
and keep the steel plants humming. If it isn’t 
enough, let’s have a scrap iron drive for peace 
like the scrap drives we had during the war. 
If there still won’t be enough scrap, let’s install 


more Bessemer converters to blow the impuri- 


ties out of pig iron and make it into what the 
industry calls “synthetic scrap.” 

For Pete's sake, don’t let the nation's industry 
be slowed down by the lack of scrap iron. 
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Night Without Terror 


Those who have read too much of Brooks 
Adams, Spengler, Toynbee and the Smythe Re- 
port may not know it, but there’s still hope. The 
United States is headed for economic catastrophe 
and an atomic scourge, but the ground already 
is being prepared for a glorious revival. 

The building of the future has been taken in 
hand by no less a prophet than Roger W. Bab- 
son, statistician of stocks, bonds and postage 
stamps, erstwhile presidential candidate on the 
Prohibition ticket, and foe of poker, cocktails and 
Sunday movies.

The two specific 
courses so far offered within the “magic circle” 
are “Successful Investments” and “The Business 
Outlook.” With those under his belt, any man 
can tackle radioactive ruins, All is well. Or 
nearly so—when last we heard, Utopia College 
had enrolled only two students.

Incentives to Produce 


General Electric is ending profit-sharing with 
rank-and-file workers because, says the com- 
pany, it no longer acts as an incentive to pro- 
duce. “The abandonment supports an argument 
made last year by the New York Herald Tribune: 
The incentive works best when the employes 
must make a visible contribution to the business 
in return, when it is based essentially on 
volume of production rather than on volume of 
profits. 

Such direct production incentives are offered 
in Kaiser-Frazer’s bonus for each finished car. 
The most spectacular example is Lincoln Elec- 
tric Co. of Cleveland, in which a system of 
piecework wages and annual bonuses is given 
credit for annual earnings (including janitors 
but not executives in the average) in excess of 
$5000 and equally spectacular price. decreases 
over a period of years. 

G. E. drops out but others remain. Sears, 
Roebuck has operated a plan since 1916 in which 
the company contributes a fraction of its net 
earnings to a pension fund, giving employes a 
lifelong. interest in the company's success. 
Endicott-Johnson's plan started in 1919, based 
on average earnings and length of service. East- 
man Kodak pays employes a dividend whenever 
common stock dividends exceed a stated rate. 

The mortality in incentive plans is high, but 
so ig the birth rate. That is natural, because 
only experimental solutions are possible, and 
they must be worked out company by company. 
Such a spirit of experiment is certainly whole- 
some because, as Senator Vandenberg told the 
Senate on submitting a 1939 report: 


The committee finds that profit-sharing, in 
one form or another, has been and can be 
eminently successful, when properly estab- 
lished, in creating employer-employe rela- 
tions that make for peace, equity, efficiency 
and contentment. We believe it to be essen- 
tial to the ultimate maintenance of the capl- 
talistic system. We have found veritable 
islands of peace, equity, efficlency and con- 

tentment, and likewise prosperity, dotting 
an otherwise relatively turbulent industrial 
map, all the way across the continent. This 
fact is too significant . to be ignored or 
depreciated in our national quest for greater 
stability and gneater democracy in industry. 


Experience with incentives is mixed, but evi- 
dences of success already mount high enough to 
suggest that the “right” structure in enough 
industries could be a. golden key to industrial 
peace and unparalleled productivity.

No American President coming after 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt would have cut 
a good figure. Roosevelt had everything. 
Truman was at best the typical second 
man. 


Yet Truman, as a 
man, was by no 
means a “secon d- 
class” individual. He 
always was among 
the most intelligent 
Senators, among the 
most progressive 
ones. 

He was esteemed 
and liked by his col- 
leagues—as a col- 
league. Nobody 
thought seriously 
that this man who

To the White House 


Suddenly, over night, he became just 
that. He had to fill the position of the 
great Roosevelt and, as might have been 
expected, he cut a rather poor figure. He 
sat in the oval office room which Roose- 
velt had “filled” so well, like somebody 
ordered but not delivered. At press con- 
ferences and elsewhere he 
what to say. The conservative wing of the 
Democratic party, delighted to be rid of 
the radical Roosevelt, noticed with dismay 
that the new President was about to ruin 
the chances of the party. The followers 
of Roosevelt felt betrayed. The Republi- 
cans did not take him seriously as an 
opponent.

The war was about to 
end; he went to Potsdam to meet Stalin, 
for whom he isn’t a match, In the United 
States, a huge wave of strikes set in. John 
L. Lewis seemed to be more powerful than 
the President of the United States. Prices 
rose steadily. The housing shortage and 
the shortage of motor cars were becoming 
a scandal. 

November, 1946, brought the intermedi- 
ary elections. The Republican party in- 
vented the slogan: Haven't you finally 
had enough of it?” On Nov. 5, the Demo- 
cratic party suffered its first major defeat 
since 1928. Truman seemed politically dead. 


New Program Emerges 


But all those who believed it at that mo- 
ment were wrong. Truman is not dead. 
Only that Truman is dead and really quite 
buried who tried to be a sort of inferior 
copy of Roosevelt. Truman the First was 
really quite dead. Truman the Second ap- 
peared, 

And that happened right after those 
catastrophic November elections. While 
the leaders of the party were still as if 
stunned by the blow, Truman decided upon 
his fight against John L. Lewis, and his 
fight against inflation and steadily rising 
prices. Also the fight against the Russian 
aggression in Europe and against the Com- 
munist danger in the United States. 

It was a program, a clear, though per- 
haps somewhat simple program, and surely 


didn’t Know- 


none that could be compared with the great 
ideas of Roosevelt. Truman hau found his 
own style. He was a typical man of the 
people, the representative of the middle 
class, choosing a good, sensible, solid pol- 
icy. Nothing more, nothing less. 


“Peace and Production” 


President Truman lives as the average 
American would live were he President of 
the United States—a well ordered, some- 
what monotonous life. What is more im- 
portant, he thinks and acts as the average 
American would act if he were President 
of the United States. 


When he was asked what he considered 
his most important tasks, he said recently: 
“To keep the big American machine of 
production going—and to give the world

peace.“ b 

That is somewhat too general and 
simplified. One might almost say, “Any- 
body could say that.” Of course. But the 
fact that Truman said it and that all his 
wisdom is so simple and self-evident—that 
is a great assurance of success. 


He is successful nowadays. He has done 
and said much in recent months to make 
him popular. In two veto matters which 
might have ruined him, he rather had pub- 
lic opinion with him. In vetoing a reduc- 
tion of taxes he turned to the people and 
explained: The Government is like any 
other household; if suddenly in the middle 
of the week or the month the budget is 
reduced, the best managed household will 
become chaotic. How can it be otherwise 
with the Government’s budget? That was 
naive middle-class reasoning, but clear. 


Man From Missouri 


Washington’s experts have found differ- 
ent explanations for the rising popularity 
of the President: His clear and strong 
Russian policies; his attempt to have good 
neighbor relations with South America; his 
determination not to be bossed by Henry 
Wallace; his quick action in the Greek and 
Turkish crises... . 


But the real explanation might be found 
in the personality of Truman. Yes, he is 
no man of genius such as Roosevelt was— 
but, on the other hand, he also isn’t a man 
who constantly springs surprises on his 
citizens. He isn’t the greatest personality 
of his time—but, on the other hand, he is 
willing to take advice and let his associ- 
ates have a certain share of responsibility. 
He is no prima donna—he is just as he 
looks, a Missouri citizen, a business man 
with an average taste in music and neck- 
ties, and with a good lot of straight com- 
mon sense.

REJECTS BILL 10 


Stricken Out on Motion 
From Floor — Resolu- 
tion Adopted.

JEFFERSON CITY,. Nov. 8— 
The Farm Bureau Federation at 


its convention yesterday adopted 
a resolution in general terms urg- 
Eng all agencies in the soil con- 
servation program to co-o-perate 
more closely than heretofore. 

The resolution My — oe 
form, as presen y the co 
mittee, would have indorsed the 
Cooley bill, which proposes to 
place the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, the old AAA soil activities and 
the Extension Service under one 
eontrol. 

William Crouch of Clay county 
offered an amendment striking 
out the indorsement of the Cooley 
bill and the amendment carried. 

Crouch said he was a member 
of several soil conservation groups 
and did not think the resolution 
should approve the Cooley bill. He 
added that he thought a general 
expression on the subject was suf- 
ficient, ’ 


Amendment. 
H. E. Slusher of Jefferson City, 
president, support e d 
Crouch’s view and said: 

“T think it is a little dangerous 
to give support to a specific bill 
in Congress. You may not be 
satisfied with it later.” 

Informed sources, however, said 

that defeat of the Cooley bill in- 
dorsement did not indicate any 
change in the Farm Bureau's posi- 
tion supporting the Argicultural 
Extension Service, and that there 
had been no change in the bu- 
reau’s attitude on handling of soil 
conservation work by the Exten- 
sion Service. 
The resolution stated that it was 
vitally important to enact legisla- 
tion to bring about proper co-ordi- 
nation of Government agencies, 
that the Farm Bureau was con- 
cerned over duplication and over- 
lapping. It said a large saving in 
costs could be effected and better 
administration provided with bet- 
ter results if the soil programs 
could be properly integrated and 
co-ordinated. 

It continued: 

“Recognizing the many problems 
of a soil conservation program in 
Missouri and the need for imme- 
diate intensive action on this most 
important service, we urge all 
agencies affected by this legisla- 
‘tion to co-operate more closely 
than heretofore. 

“They should exert at county, 
state and national levels all their 
efforts to obtain the maximum 
amount of soil conservation” and 
to carry out the other functions 
for which they were established. 

The federation re-elected John 
Sam Williamson of Columbia vice- 
‘president for two years at its 
final session, 

Also re-elected were four direc- 
tors, all for two-year terms. They 
were C. R. Talbert of Kennett, 
Elmer Adams of Blue Springs, 
Walter Dechamp of St. Louis 
County and Mrs. Jess Bowman of 
Atchison County. They were the 
only officers whose terms expired. 
Slusher continues as president. 

Another resolution recognized 
the protests of rural electrification 
co-operatives that there is a sho

New Vork Vote

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. 
HE issue of what the Demo- 
crats can or will do about their 


left-wing alliances which shel- 
ter Communists within their 
party’s ranks has exploded again 
with Tuesday’s elections in crucial 
New York. 

As a result, insiders predict that 


at long last the party is embarked 
upon a constructive effort to stand 
clear of Communist-harboring con- 
nections, whatever the risks in- 
volved, 

What happened in New York is 
that the Democrats, long disor- 
ganized, matérially improved their 
organization position but in large 
part at the cost of an open breach 
with the American Labor Party, 
which is credited with having a 
Communist wing. The record 
screams what this could mean to 
them: 

In 1944, Roosevelt carried New 
York—by 316,591 votes. Of his 
majority, the American Labor 
party gave him 496,405 votes and 


an A.L.P. offshoot of Communist- 
free liberals, the Liberal party, 
329,235. Both—and especially A.L. 
P.—have naturally felt very cocky 
and entitled to speak right up to 
the Democratic leaders of the 


state. 
HFynn Balks. 


In 1946 the Democrats listened 
and their candidates accepted A. 
L. P. nominations. This fall most 
of them didn't. Edward J. (Tou're 
the Boss) Flynn refused to allow 
his Bronx candidates to accept 
A.L.P. indorsement. City-wide, 
Democrats broke with A.L.P. on 
proportional representation, which 
permits minority representation 
on the city council, and helped 
defeat it. 

Both sides are now talking 

tough. Democratic State Chair- 
man Fitzpatrick will refer future 
A.LP. policy to his leaders, of 
whom Flynn is by far the most 
influential. The A.L.P. cohorts 
assert that the Democrats have 
destroyed their alliance with them 
and mention revenge. 
Because of the scattered nature 
of Tuesday's balloting, it is diffi- 
cult to tell how strong A.L.P. still 
is. They seem to have approxi- 
mately 300,000 votes in the city 
which they hailed as a percentage- 
wise increase over 46. 


But no figures, including the 
44 ones, tell all the story, as 
death and peace have combined 
to alter the political climate in 
which A.LP. flourished A.L.P. 
was the creation of two men— 
Roosevelt, who hated and was 
hated by Tammany Hall, and Sid- 
ney Hillman, the labor stateman 
with the knack for smoke-filled- 
room politics who could plunge 
higehand virtually at will into la- 
bor’s huge treasure chests. 

In 1944, also, we were at war, 
Russia our ally and American 
Communists either lying doggo or 
pretending to be an American 
party like any other. In A.L.P., 
Hillman kept them firmly in 
check, . 

Leadership Lacking. 

Roosevelt and Hillman are gone. 
A.L.P. now has no leader either 
of national stature or mature wis- 
dom. The Taft-Hartley bill has 
calmed labor’s roving blood and 
turned unions home to the Demo- 
crats. Russia is on the rampage 
and so naturally are the Ameri- 
can Communists to the point 
where they are out in the open, 
an obvious political liability to 
everyhody, including A.L.P. 


Labor experts who pointed out 
at the time that Hillman’s death 
was the greatest possible loss 
labor could suffer politically, be- 
lieve A.L.P. represents an ever- 
lessening threat. They doubt it 
will now get the funds it needs 
for effective work. 


Some Democratic spokesmen are 
cautious. They say nobody can tell 
a year ahead what will happen; 
that many things might occur to 
resolve the situation without a 
break over the Truman slate. But 
the betting is that the Communist 
housecleaning is on its way. Flynn 
and Mrs. Roosevelt are its advo- 
cates in New York at least and 
you can hardly get better in a 
Democratic battle.

US. ENTRY INTO 
TRADE ALLIANCE 


Says I.T.O. Contemplates 
Tariff Action That 
Would Affect Ameri- 


can Farmers. 


Denouncing the proposed Inter- 
national Trade Organization as a 
free trade threat to American 
farmers, delegates to the thirty- 
first annual convention of the Na- 
tional Co-operative Milk Produc- 
ers’ Federation adopted a resolu- 
tion yesterday strongly opposing 
United States entry into the organ- 
ization. 

Other resolutions approved 
the convention’s closing business 
session demanded dairy prices be 
raised as an incentive for produc- 
tion, supported foreign assistance 
within the ability of the United 
States to provide aid, and urged 
industry and labor to drop the 40- 
hour week to alleviate food and 
commodity shortages. 

In regard to the International 
Trade Organization, the resolution 
declared the I.T.O. charter con- 
templates substantial reduction or 
elimination of protective tariffs 
without adequate provision for 
differences between nations in liv- 
ing and production standards, and 
in the availability and costs of 
labor.. The domestic market is 
the principal outlet for American 
dairy products and must be pro- 
tected and preserved, it was said. 

Adequate Incentive. 

The dairymen called on the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to announce 
promptly prices to be paid in 1948 
for foreign shipments, and asked 
that these prices provide an ade- 
quate incentive to keep produc- 
tion at necessary levels. 

They warned that unless this 
policy is followed there is danger 
of widespread diversion from milk 
production to other more attrac- 
tive and less hazardous farm en- 
terprise. 

Commending those who support- 
ed the Taft-Hartley labor act, the 
federation expressed the view the 
law will re-establish individual 
liberties for labor and equal rights 
for employers. It urged strength- 
ening of the anti-trust laws to 
prohibit labor from organizing 
farmers, and prevent unions from 
combining with any persons to fix 
prices, allocate customers or re- 
strict production or distribution of 
any agricultural products.

Unfortunately those who are 
closest to the situation in Pales- 
tine and the .Middle East do not 


share this optimism. On the con- 
trary, they expert trouble, and 
very bad trouble. One source of 
this trouble is sure to be an aging, 
crafty fanatic with a benevolent 
face and a fierce hatred of Zion- 
ism, Haj Amin Husseini, the 
Grand Mufti of Jerusalem. 

The chief weapon in the Grand 
Mufti's political armory is a very 
old oné — political assassination. 
And the Mufti, according to reli- 
able reports, has made his position 
entirely clear. Any Arab who ac- 
cepts puble office or otherwise 
collaborates with the partitfon 
scheme, in either the new Jewish 
state or the truncated Arab state, 
will not live long enough to regret 
his action. 

Relatives Not Immune, 

As the Arab world knows, the 
Grand Mufti's threats are rarely 
idle. Some time ago, one of the 
Mufti’s relations, a maverick Hus- 
seini who preached Arab-Jewish 
co-operation, was neatly dis- 
patched as a convenient object les- 
son. More recently, one of the 
leading moderates in the Arab of- 
fice, an Arab who wished to solve 
the Palestine problem by political 
negotiation and compromise, was 
called into the Mufti's presence. 
He was quietly given to under- 
stand—the Mufti always speaks 
quietly—that it would be wise on 
his part to play the game the Muf- 
ti's way, if he wished to avoid 
most unpleasant consequences, 
The moderate agreed with alac- 
rity, and the Arab offices are now 
deeply under the Mufti's influ- 
ence, 

In fact, the United Nations pro- 
posal for a partitioned Palestine, 
by discrediting the Arab moder- 
ates, who wanted to rely on politi- 
cal negotiation rather than vio- 
lence to prevent the creation of a 
Jewish state, has strengthened the 
Mufti’s position. He now is lavish- 
ly financed by Saudi Arabia’s Ibn 
Saud and by Egypt’s fat, pleasure- 
loving Farouk. But he is not de- 
pendent on the generosity of these 
monarchs. 

With astute foresight, the Mufti 
managed to get a large proportion 
of his Nazi financial backing out 
of Germany while the war was 
still on. He now is known to have 
a large cache of gold in Iraq, and 
a considerable fortune in. Switzer- 
land, largely in the form of easily 
—negotiable Swiss watches. 

With this money, and with a 
well-organized, highly paid and fa-

HEN the Soviet Union and the United States amazed the world 
by agreeing on something—the partition of Palestine—there was 
a general tendency to heave sighs of relief and assume happily 
that one problem, at least, was on the way to solution. This cheer- 
ful view was implicit in the American proposal last week in the 
United Nations that separate Jewish and Arab states be set up 
next July 1, immediately after the British troops pulled out. 
the American proposal clearly implied that the two states could be 
established without being imposed ‘by force.

Mufti’s influence is increasingly 
paramount in Arab politics. 

But it is a widely held miscon- 
ception that Arab opposition to 
the creation of a Zionist state is 
confined to the Mufti and his 
friends. The Mufti will act as the 
chief fanner of the flames of Arab 
resentment, but the resentment 
already exists. This is further 
underlined by the fact that the re- 
cruiting of anti-Zionist Arabs in 
Bagdad, unofficially sponsord by 
the Iraq government, is said to be 
going well. Obviously all this 
spells real trouble; so much trou- 
ble, indeed, that those who are 
close to the situation seriously 
doubt that it will be possible to 
complete the projected great new 
Anglo-American oil pipeline, The 
pipeline could too easily be cut by 
the Arabs. This in turn would 
seriously affect the shipment of 
oil to Europe under the M 

lan. 

Nor is that all. For the Soviets 
are clearly preparing to fish in 
the troubled Middle Eastern wa- 
ters. The evidence points to the 
fact that the strategists in the 
Kremlin intend to play the game 
both ways. Already at least one 
shipment of Soviet arms for the 
Arabs has arrived at Latakia, in 
Arab Syria, from Danzig, and 
other shipments have no doubt 
arrived, elsewhere unobserved, On 
the other hand, there are reliable 
reports that Communist agents 
provocateurs have been. sent to 
Jewish communities in Palestine 
from Romania. 

To be Imposed by Whom? 

Finally, there is the question of 
who is to impose the partition— 
for despite the hopeful words of 
the American delegation in the 
United Nations nothing is more 
clear than that it will have to be 
imposed. It is difficult to believe 
that Belgians or-Peruvians would 
willingly expose themselves. to 
either Jewish or Arab bullets. Yet 
if American troops go to Pales- 
tine, Russian troops will go there 
too; and the thought of the Red 
Army in Palestine is not an appe- 
tizing one to the American policy 
makers. It is an even less appe- 
tizing thought that these explosive 
dangers spring as much from the 
American habit of yelling advice 
from the sidelines while refusing 
to accept responsibility, as from 
British bull-headedness, For par- 
tition — the only possible settle- 
ment in Palestine—could have 
been firmly imposed by the Brit- 
ish soon after the war, if the 
British had had clear, unequivo- 
cal, American backing and sup- 


port,

OMETIMES beautifully made 
pie may not appeal enough for 
us to choose it for dessert and 
all because the filling or the crust 
is either too thick or too thin. 


An example is a filling of mince, 


pumpkin or cream pie so deep 
that the sight of it fills us ‘up 
rather than makes us hungry. Al- 
so a fruit pie such as apple that 
contains entirely too many apples 
does not bake through to the 
center until the top and bottom 
layers’ are overdone and this ap- 
pearance depreciates the appeal 
value. And any kind of pie may 
have such a shallow filling the 
pastry overpowers it in both flav- 
or and texture. 

Also, crust may be so thick even 
with a normal amount of filling 
that we have the same kind of 
reaction as with pie with too thin 


filling. At the present time regu- 


lar pie plates found in house- 
ware departments are relatively 
deep and in most cases are too 
deep for mince, cheese and other 
concentrated pie fillings, but are 


right for fruit, and cream pies 


that usually have deep meringue. 
For the ideal baking, filling 
should come up almost level with 
the edge of the pie plate. So for 
fillings no deeper than one-half 
to two-thirds of an inch, the less 
expensive aluminum and tin pie 
lates that are almost always shal- 
low are better for such pies as 
mince er pumpkin.

OMETIMES, as one reads the 
8 constant assertions and ac- 

cusations made by Russian 
statesmen, one wonders what it is 
that frightens them so much, 
People do not protest so violently 
unless they are frightened. 

In Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov’s speech on the thirti- 
eth anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution, he said that capital- 
ism was dying and that all roads 
led to Communism, How can one 
make remarks like that unless 
one has so surrounded oneself 
with people who feel the need of 
such remarks that one does not 
know the truth? Communism is 
safe, as far as I know, in the 
area now controlled by the 
U.S. S. R., but to say that capital- 
ism is dying in the rest of the 
world is to be like the little boy 
who whistled in the dark to keep 
up his courage. 


. 


ONE IS INCLINED to think 
that Mr. Molotov’s remark that 
the secret of the atom bomb “has 
long ceased to exist” was also 
made to keep up the courage of 
the Russian people. It has long 
been said here that the principles 
underlying atomic energy are well 
known. But those who know 
what is required actually to put 
together an atomic bomb know 
quite well that neither Russia nor 
any other country, except the 
United States and perhaps Great 
Britain, is in a position to com- 
mand the necessary set-up to ac- 
complish this work. 

The Russians accuse other na- 
tions of inciting to war, but it is 
they who plant in the minds of 
people the idea that the actions 
of other nations must lead to war. 
I have seen no desire for war on 
the part of people in this coun- 
try. I have read a few scattered 
articles in newspapers and maga- 
zines and a few much publicized 
remarks by totally unimportant 
people which I consider inflam- 
matory, but this is not the ex- 
pression of the people of the Unit- 
ed States nor of the Government 
of the United States. It is hard 
to make the U.S.S.R. understand 
this. 

* * * 


LIKEWISE, it is hard to make 
Russian delegates to the United 
Nations understand why the Unit- 
ed States will not approve of re- 
patriation of displaced persons 
against their own wishes. The 
United States is not acting on 
the assumption that, if these peo- 
ple are not repatriated, she will 
be able to induce them to come 
in large numbers to these shores 
and fill all the jobs which nobody 
else wants to fill! Over and over 
again, I have explained in UN 
meetings that our labor laws and 
our immigration laws make it im- 
possible for more than a limited 
number of immigrants to come 
into this country yearly. And 
therefore, unless the laws are 
changed, we will be able to accept 
only a very small number of dis- 
placed persons. But I might just 
as well remain silent, since I 
make no dent on my opponents.

And then there are the famous 
dilemmas of history and of litera- 
ture, with which we could fill vol- 
umes.
